SCHOOL PLANTINGS 


Within the past half-dozen years 
numerous suburban and rural schools 
have been built and the grounds 
have been adorned with trees, shrubs 
and lawns that rival in appearance 
some of the industrial plantings 
which received landscape awards in 
that period. But there are some new 
schools, and many more old ones, 
whose grounds are an unattractive, 
barren stretch of sand, cinders or 
concrete. Lack of funds, both for 
the original planting and for main- 
tenance, is usually the alleged reason 
for such appearance. 

Yet there is much more to be 
gained from an investment in plant- 
ing school premises than just the 
beauty of the verdure. Probably the 
most important is teaching children 
a sense of responsibility toward pub- 
lic property and even a feeling of 
pride in their surroundings, if an 
apreciation of beauty is awakened. 
There is even the possibility that the 
too common problem of juvenile 
delinquency may be met in this wav. 
Certainly there is less vandalism in 
a school which gives the pupils a 
sense of pride in its appearance, al- 
though of course the difference in 
the type of community may be re- 
sponsible. 

The problem of lack of funds has 
been met in some communities by 
enlisting the efforts of various in- 
terested groups the parents, the 
faculty and the pupils. When en- 
thusiasm is aroused among students, 
they are active in raising funds in 
various wavs. and if that spirit is 
maintained, the annual cost of main- 
tenance can easily be met. 

The publicity office of the A. A.N. 
has interested itself in school plant- 
ings, among other things, and much 
more may be done if local associa- 
tions and individual nurserymen 
concern themselves with the possi- 
bilities in their respective areas.

Aside from the beautification of 
school grounds, the inculcation in the 
pupils of a sense of responsibility or 
even a feeling of pride in the prem- 
ises and the general improvement in 
the character of the community 
about them, such school plantings 
offer an important reason for inter- 
est by nurserymen in that the pupils 
of today will be the homeowners of 
tomorrow. If they learn to appreci- 
ate growing plants and to know 
more about them, they will be bet- 
ter citizens and better customers, 
too, in the years ahead. 


INFORMATION CHEAP 


In some garden stores a rack. 
shelf or display of garden books has 
been found a fairly profitable addi- 
tion to the other stock in trade. The 
operators of some stores, neverthe- 
less, do not wish to carry a stock of 
such volumes, or at least any num- 
ber of them, because they are likely 
to be thumbed over and read instead 
of purchased, and sometimes become 
unsalable 

Only a few garden store operators 
have made use of the opportunity to 
supply their customers with infor- 
mation that is cheap to obtain, some 
of it only for the asking. Nearly 
every state agricultural experiment 
station or the horticulture depart- 
ment of the state university has pub- 
lished a number of pamphlets and 
leaflets on various aspects of garden- 
ing. These are usually distributed 
free to the residents of the state 
where publication occurs, and if a 
charge is made to outsiders it is 
only a nickel or a dime. In the state 
of Illinois, for instance, the agricul- 
tural information office of the Uni- 
versity of Illinois offers about a doz- 
en pamphlets, only a few of which 
re charged for. The department of 
horticulture supplies nearly 50 leaf- 
lets on various house and garden 
plants without charge. Perhaps the 
state or university where you are 
located would take a dim view of 
supplying any quantity of these 
items to a commercial nurseryman, 
but he might obtain a printed or 
typewritten list of them, which he 
could display with samples, so as 
to let his customers know how they 
could obtain this cheap, if not free, 
information themselves. 

The United States Department of 
Agriculture has prepared a num- 
ber of valuable pamphlets and book- 
lets on various phases of home gard- 
ening. In a catalog of hobby publica- 
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of the Trade

tions, the superintendent of docu. 
ments at Washington, D. C., lists 
20 such items on gardening offered 
for sale at prices from 5 to 25 cents 
by no means a measure of the useful 
information or the amount of it to 
be obtained in these publications. 

Perhaps few gardeners know of 
this information obtainable 50 
cheaply. This is particularly true of 
the new homeowners who are be. 
ginning gardeners, to whom it would 
be most welcome, because they hesi- 
tate to pay much money for a book 
of unknown value to them. 


PATENT EXPIRATIONS 


More than a quarter century has 
passed since the plant patent law was 
enacted, and in that time almost 
1,700 plant patents have been issued 
As the life of a plant patent is 17 
years, it is to be expected that a 
considerable number of those patents 
have expired; the number, in fact, 
is now over 450. 

Some of the plants on which were 
issued those earlier patents, under 
which rights have now expired, have 
sufficient merit or commercial in- 
terest to induce other persons to en- 
gage in their propagation and sale, 
now that they may be considered 
public property. 

In fact, the haste of some persons 
to sell such plants when the patent 
has expired has led them to endeavor 
to jump the gun by engaging in 
propagation before actual expiration 
of the plant patent. Thereby such 
persons cause trouble for themselves 
and the plant patent owners, because 
the law specifically states that the 
grant of a plant patent carries “the 
right to exclude others from asexual- 
ly reproducing the plant or selling or 
using the plant so reproduced.” In 
other words, a plant patent restricts 
the right of propagation as well as 
the right of use or sale of the plant 
covered. Consequently, any propa- 
gation done without a license before 
the expiration date of the patent is in 
violation of the patent. 

The precise legal meaning of a 
plant patent seems to have escaped 
some propagators and sellers of 
plants on which the patents are ex- 
piring. Thus they may incur a pos- 
sible claim for damages by the patent 
owner and the complicated legal 
troubles involved.

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Dwarf Forms and Their Origins 


Dwarf forms of many species, espe- 
ciaily conifers, have been used exten- 
sively in landscape work for many 
generations; these interesting and 
useful plants have increased 
choice of plant material and are par- 


ticularly well adapted where the 


foliage effect of a species is wanted, 
but space limitation or scale propor- 
tion makes a smaller-maturing form 
more desirable. 

Dwarf, or slower-growing forms 
are mutations of the species type and 
originate, in general, in either of two 
ways. If they are the result of ger- 
minal or somatic mutations, they oc- 
cur in accordance with the De Vries 
theory that there is enough variability 
in the germ plasm of offspring to 
cause the appearance in the offspring 
of characteristics differing markedly 
from those of the parent. Variable 
seedlings of a species and all cultivars 
propagated from them are commonly 
known as clones. The variations pre- 
sented by the mutated forms may be- 
come permanent, preserved by natu- 
ral selection, if such variations are 
beneficial or advantageous. 

However, few cultivars now in 
general use reproduce true to form 
from seeds, and practically all varie- 
ties used as ornamentals are propa- 
gated asexually. In the case of so- 
matic mutation, the genetic change 
takes place in a bud on the parent 
plant, and the resulting development 
from such a bud, which differs 
markedly in characteristics from a 
typical growth, is known as a sport. 
Excellent examples of somatic muta- 
tions are seen in the sports we call 
witches’-brooms, occasionally found

the cultivars often fail to fruit; if 
seeds are formed, they are not always 
viable and, at best, are much more 
likely to produce atavistic plants from 
recombinations of ancestral genes 
than truly to reproduce the char- 
acteristics which distinguish the mu- 
tation from the species type. 

In some few instances, notably that 
of Quercus robur fastigiata, the up- 
right form of the English oak, the 
clone develops fertile seeds that can 
be depended upon to give a high 
percentage of the immediate parent

Since reproduction by seeds is the 
simplest and least costly method of 
propagation, plantsmen are alert for 
useful mutations possessing this de- 
sirable ability, and it is through the 
constant efforts and experimentation 
of workers in the field of propagation 
that such sources of good ornamen- 
tals are occasionally discovered. Rich- 
ard Fenicchia, department propa- 
gator of the Rochester parks, Roches- 
ter, N. Y., has long been a diligent 
searcher for better adapted forms of 
good and more practical 
methods for their propagation. He 
has been successful in “bringing out” 
some promising plants, many of 
which may prove valued additions 
to available ornamental 
material.

A few years ago, some fully devel- 
oped cones were noted on a 35-year- 
old Pinus sylvestris nana. Seeds from 
these were planted and grew into an 
interesting crop, a specimen of which 
is pictured with this article.

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Cold and Rains Influence 


Spring Landscape Reports 


Whereas drought affected early 
landscape work last year, heavy rain- 
fall, along with cold weather, ac- 
complished the same result this sea- 
son. As better weather developed in 
May, landscape men found they 
had about all they could do to han- 
dle orders. Those who reported in 
May indicated that so much work 
was still to be done that only esti- 
mates of totals could be made at 
that time. Others felt the pressure 
of work interrupt 
then, and their reports will be de- 
ferred until the next issue. 

The initial indications are of a 
small reduction in total figures, but 
chiefly because of the weather. In- 
dustrial planting is replacing some

residential work. Connecticut and 
Long Island gains are told. In 
Maryland, inability to complete 


work was the basis for an estimate 
of a 15 per cent drop-off. In Ken- 
tucky, good business was seriously 
hampered by rains. In Illinois, sales 
were said to be good, but “temper- 


ed” by recession news. From Ne- 
braska, the report is of a volume 
about the same as last year’s, with 


sales requiring more effort. Early 
warm spring curtailed planting of 


evergreens in Minnesota; neverthe- 
less, work there is running a little 
ahead of last year’s.

Collections were about as usual. 
Shrub sales were heavy, while shade 
had a normal demand. Rain 
in the planting season gave plants a 
good start; so replacements should

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Northern Wholesalers’ Spring Reports 


As northern wholesalers sent in 
their reports on spring business in 
May, most of them were finding that 
the late business had practically off- 
set a slow start of trade in March 
and April and totals were near nor- 
mal and satisfactory. In the east, 
from Connecticut down the Atlantic 
coast to Virginia, cold and rainy 
weather was a hindrance to nursery 
operations as well as a deterrent to 
buying. Planting fell several weeks 
behind in the area. Severe weathe1 
caused some injury and loss in broad- 
leaved evergreens. The midwest, on 
the other hand, had excellent weath- 
er for nursery work and sales gener- 
ally showed increases. 

Spring rains gave plantings that 
were made a good start. The mois- 
ture also encouraged weed growth. 
not easy to control with the ground 
oft, and promised need for extra 
labor later. Dry weather after the 
rainy period is beginning to cause 
concern in several areas. The concen- 
trated period of shipping made for 
sme problems, but there was no 
labor shortage, and transportation 
difficulties were not serious, as a rule. 

Supplies are being maintained for 
a steady volume of business, as pros- 
pects are viewed as bright. Large-size 
stock is in demand. Prices are stable, 
and there are accumulated needs 
from last year that are now being 
met. Even in the automobile manu- 
facturing area, no dark view is taken 
of the recession comments in the 
news. Its effects were scarcely felt 
this past season, apparently. 

E. D. Robinson, E. D. Robinson 
Sales Agency, Wallingford, Conn., 


comments as follows: “‘We have had 
a good shipping season as far as vol- 
ume is concerned. The rainy weath- 
er has made handling of B&B orders 
difficult. At the same time, the mois- 
ture should insure a good season’s 
growth in the nurseries.” 


Sales Slowed in Connecticut 


While the spring started slowly in 
the northeast, May, 1958, was better 
than last May, writes Charles S. 
Burr, C. R. Burr & Co., Inc., Man- 
chester, Conn., as part of his review 
of the past season’s trade in the fol- 
lowing letter: 

“March and early April sales in 
the northeast part of the country 
were slowed by inclement weather, 
especially on week-ends. After that, 
the weather made for some enthusi- 
asm on the part of homeowners to 


work around the yard, and sales 
stepped up. 
“Landscaping fared well _ this 


spring, customers tell us. It may be 
that there is a pent-up demand, be- 
cause individuals, due to poor weath- 
er the past two years, were not able 
to get their work done heretofore.

We have had many cloudy days.

temperature discouraged some of 
the retail trade, although it did not 
affect our business, except to make 
it difficult to keep digging schedules. 

“This spring was our last to han- 
dle the full line of deciduous shrubs. 
We will, in the future, concentrate 
on taxus and other ma- 
terials. We will have flowering crab 
apples and French lilacs next 
spring, but those will be the only 
deciduous stock. 

“Prices have been holding up well, 
and while I do not expect any 
great increase, neither do I look for 
a decline.”

Tips for Better Landscapes 
Plants for Living Screens: Part I 


Screens which also act as wind- 
breaks are necessary under some cir- 
cumstances, but they need not be a 
blot on the landscape. They can be 
integral parts of a_ well-designed 
plan. Reasons for making a living 
screen include concealing undesir- 
able views, such as a disreputable 
building or a neighbor’s ill-kept vard. 
Screens also provide the privacy that 
is often desirable for outdoor living 
and entertaining. 

In addition, the screen may serve 
to break winter winds or to prevent 
snows from drifting over the road- 
way. The noise of busy streets can 
be reduced and the sight of a steady 
flow of traffic screened, so that one 
does not have to be reminded con- 
tinually of the fact that he is living 
in a bustling world. 

The planting that prevents the 
public from looking in and the home- 
owner from looking out may be a 
background for a garden, may guard 
a swimming pool from “newly 
found” friends or may also provide 
the shade needed to grow such wood- 
land shade tolerants as trillium, May 
apple and others. 

Screens may be from six to 60 feet 
high, depending on the height need- 
ed, because so many shrubs and trees 
can be tailored to fit requirements. 
After the height has been deter- 
mined, then the decision must be 
made as to whether the plants should 
be evergreen or deciduous. This is

the most expensive screen, but they 
also trap and reflect heat. 

One’s geographic location will 
help him decide what plants should 


be selected. There are, however 
other factors that cast their influ. 
ence. A few are (1) a location on 


the ocean, bay or lake may mak 
it necessary to screen a garden from 
salt spray, strong winds and moving 
sand; (2) the property may be ina 
dust and smoke-laden section; (3 
the area to be screened from view 
may be much higher than the plant- 
ing site; (+) the section to be planted 
may be so narrow that one is def- 
nitely limited as to what plants may 
be used, and (5) the client may want 
his screen in a matter of five years 

yes, practically overnight. Ther 
are many reasons why certain plants 
are chosen for specific purposes, and 
the choice is not governed entirely 
by geographic hardiness. 

Along the ocean front, after the 
sand has been stabilized into a dune 
and planted with beach grass, there 
are a few plants that can be used 
for screening. Among the best pos- 
sibilities are Japanese black pin 

Pinus thunbergi) and red _ cedar 

Juniperus virginiana Austrian 
pine (Pinus nigra) has been fairh 
successful under such conditions, but 
it is better suited used along bodies 
of fresh water. 

If the area to be screened is sev: 
eral hundred yards inland, the prob- 
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lem is not serious, but, within the 
first 100 or 200 yards of the ocean, 
there are few plants that can with- 
stand the salt-laden atmosphere and 
act as screens for other plants and 
plantings. Other solutions to the 
problem include autumn elaeagnus 
(Elaeagnus umbellata), California 
privet (Ligustrum ovalifolium) and 
northern bayberry (Myrica pensyl- 
vyanica). Even though the last named 
may not grow tall enough for some 
situations, it can be combined with 
beach plum (Prunus maritima 

California privet or red cedar. Less 
successful but fairly suited to 
northerly conditions along the ocean 
are Scotch pine (Pinus sylvestris 

Russian olive (Elacagnus angusti- 
folia) and Colorado blue spruce 

Picea pungens glauca 

There other conditions that 
determine the success of these plants 
in oceanic situations. If the plant- 
ing areas are at about the level of 
the ocean, then the plants 
subject to difficult growing condi- 
tions. The type of soil is also ex- 
tremely important, for, if sand is the 
growing medium, there is a problem 
of stabilizing it. If a loam or clay 
soil exists, plants have a_ bette 
chance to survive. 

There are few times, if any, when 
one can say that these plants, and 
only these, will grow in this location 
and that another group will grow 
only in another specific location. 
There is overlapping to a limited ex-

nevertheless there are some. In the 
recent publication, Plants and Gar- 
dens, spring, 1958, edition, by the 
Brooklyn Botanic Garden, Brooklyn, 
N. Y., there is an interesting article 
that offers one possibility. The ideas 
are presented by the landscape archi- 
tect, Norbert Schindler, under the 
heading of “Vertical Gardens.” Every- 
one should not attempt such a proj- 
ect, because it does not fit all situa- 
tions, and many people would not 
give the planting the care it needs. 
The article is well worth reading, 
however, as are many others in this 
excellent quarterly. 

Another possible method of plant- 
ing a screen in a narrow area is to 
use a fence and then train an espalier 
on it, as shown in illustration A. In 
this case, an open fence is covered 
by a Hicks yew, which, by the way, 
makes a fine espalier. A split rail 
fence and as shown in 
illustration B, do a fairly good job 
of screening, except that the results

are more uneven, because some arcas 
are thick enough to insure privacy 
and others are not. 

Bittersweet (celastrus) can also be 
used for the same purpose, as may 
bower actinidia (Actinidia arguta 
and Dutchman’s-pipe (Aristolochia 
durior). The last two, however, pre- 
fer a lattice type of fence. Wire mesh 
fencing covered by Hall's Japanese 
honeysuckle makes a fairly impenc- 
trable barrier, too. 

There are a few plants that can 
be used for a screen six to 15 feet 
high and can be kept easily to a 
width of four feet or possibly less 
in some instances. Of the yews, 
Hicks yew generally requires tying 
after it reaches a height of six feet 
if the width is to be restrained to 
three or four feet. Illustration C 
shows what happens to an old Hicks 
yew of 20 or more years. This speci- 
men could have been confined, if 
necessary, by pruning and _ tying.

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Methods, Equipment for 


Propagation under Mist 


Reported by Kenneth Bradley 


At the sixth Connecticut Nursery- 
men’s short course held last January 
at Storrs, Conn., Harvey M. Tem- 
pleton, Jr., Winchester, Tenn., spoke 
on “Propagation under Mist.” Mr. 
Templeton began by discussing the 
physiology of a leaf and its reactions 
to various combinations of light, 
heat and moisture. 

Cuttings must be kept in light 
if they are to live and root, and, 
since the light that falls on a 
leaf of the cutting is changed mostly 
into heat, the first result is loss of 
moisture. Since water evaporates 
faster from a warm object than from 
a cold one, warm leaves tend to dry 
out faster by transpiring more mois- 
ture. That is why cuttings conven- 
tionally rooted in greenhouses ot 
coldframes are customarily shaded. 
Sometimes there may be so much 
shade to keep the plants cool that 
cuttings do not receive enough light 
to manufacture the food they need 
to remain healthy; therefore the use 
of shade is not always a completely 
satisfactory solution to the problem 
of evaporation. 

Referring to his own method of 
mist propagation, Mr. Templeton 
said that with it there is always a 
film of water from the mist on the 
leaves. When strong light strikes such 
wet leaves, much of the light is still 
changed into heat, but most of this 
heat is used in evaporating part of 
the film of water, since water, in 
changing from liquid to vapor, must 
absorb additional heat. 


Cooling Process 


This action tends to cool the 
leaves so that they do not heat up 
nearly to the extent that dry leaves 
would. More water, relatively cool, 
constantly or periodically is being 
deposited on the leaf from the mist, 
tending to keep the leaves still cooler. 
Under mist, even with constant addi- 
tion of heat from strong light, the 
leaves stay a few degrees cooler than 
the surrounding air. Mr. Templeton 
noted that this was discovered a few 
years ago at Cornell University, 
where leaf temperatures were record- 
ed by delicate thermocouples in 
leaves under mist and leaves not 
under mist. Having the leaves a few 
degrees cooler than the air is of great 
importance, for then water will not 


evaporate from the leaf tissue. Tech- 
nically, the water vapor pressure in- 
side the leaf can be less than that of 
the vapor pressure in the air outside 
the leaf. If that air is already fairly 
well saturated with water, instead of 
water continually trying to move 
from the leaf tissue into the outside 
air, the water vapor in the air might 
conceivably move from the air into 
the leaf through the stomata and 
condense inside the cooler leaf. It is 
the temperature differential, the fact 
that the leaf is cooler than the air, 
which is important. Both can be 
warm, even hot, without changing 
the effect. This means that unde 
mist, cuttings can be kept much 
warmer than usual without causing 
undue loss of water from the leaf 
tissue. Such warmer cuttings can be 
presumed to be more active physio- 
logically and can be expected to root 


faster. 
Important Benefits 


Two vitally important benefits are 
gained from the mist: The cuttings 
can be kept in stronger light without 
the leaves becoming hotter than the 
air so that water loss is excessive. 
and cuttings can be kept warmer 
than usual without drying out. The 
degree of temperature, within reason, 
does not matter so long as there is a 
favorable difference between the 
temperature of the air and that of 
the leaf. These two facts give the

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propagator more latitude in arrang- 
ing favorable conditions for rooting 
than in the past. 

The speaker then continued with 
a discussion on the fact, scientifically 
demonstrated by horticulturists, that 
leaves can take in water directly 
from the surface film. Thus certain 
nutrients may be leached out of the 
leaves by an excess of water. A care- 
ful program of hardening must put 
the proper nutrients back into the

ADDED CALIFORNIA REPORT 


An addition to the west coast 
wholesale reports published in the 
June | issue of the American Nurs- 
eryman is the following letter from 
J. A. Armstrong, Armstrong Nurs- 
eries, Ontario, Calif., which reviews 
several aspects of the spring season 
in southern California. 

“As far as roses are concerned, 
both mail-order and wholesale sales 
are off slightly, which we feel is due 
as much to adverse weather condi- 
tions in many sections of the country 
as to the so-called recession. 

“The demand for wholesale con- 
tainer ornamentals seems to be excel- 
lent, and the season just past has 
been a good one for most producers 
in southern California. California 
container ornamentals are being 
shipped to all sections of the country, 
and a strong demand from all areas 
is noted 

“We find that it is taking more 
promotion and effort for retail sales- 
yards to maintain sales volume, as 
the public has a tendency to hold 
onto money right now. During the 
past several weeks, however, volume 
has been improving, which we hope 
is indicative of a trend. 

“As far as the future is concerned, 
we feel that there is going to be 
considerable stock of all types avail- 
able next season, with perhaps some 
late season surpluses showing up in 
roses and one or two other categories. 
Basically, however, we feel that there 
is more emphasis on home and indus- 
trial landscaping, meaning an ever- 
increasing demand for nursery prod- 
ucts. Temporary surpluses may de- 
velop, but the over-all picture has 
never been better.”

THIS BUSINESS OF OURS 


Reflections on the Problems of Nurserymen 


By E. Sam Hemming 








A BUNDLE OF STICKS 


There is probably no other product 
sold in quite the same way as nurs- 
erymen sell their product. Many 
plants are sold when they are dor- 
mant and look their worst, and, on 
top of this, a newly transplanted 
plant may continue to look unat- 
tractive for a couple of months or 
for several years (depending upon 
its size when moved). It is often 
difficult to explain to customers what 
normal appearance in a plant means, 
and that they cannot always deter- 
mine the best plant value by the out- 
ward characteristics. Often the most 
attractive plant can be one that has 
not recently been root-pruned. Plants 
that have been growing on too rich 
a soil may produce luxuriant foliage 
and a poor root system. Plants that 
have been fed with too much nitro- 
gen and too little phosphate may be 
similarly out of balance. 

Conversely, a plant that has been 
erowing under more or less adverse 
conditions and does not look attrac- 
tive may make the best specimen. 
Last year I lined out in the field a 
fine stock of evergreen privet in 4- 
inch pots grown under protection 
and light shade. To finish out the 
block I had part of a bed of plants 
that had suffered from full exposure 
to sun and winter and from weed 
competition. When the latter were 
transplanted they made twice the 
growth of the pampered plants. 


Best Service Hard to Give 


Sometimes it is difficult to persuade 
the customer to accept the best serv- 
ice. There is, for instance, much 
more resistance to correct pruning 
or cutting back of trees and shrubs 
than there used to be. Twenty vears 
ago nurserymen could prune severe- 
ly: today the customer dislikes to see 
severe pruning done, and, in spite of 
balling, container growing and all 
the other advances, it is still desir- 
able. 

Flowering shrubs would become 
much more attractive plants if they 
were cut back about half after mov- 
ing. The same is true of trees. If 
transplanted trees were cut back a 
third to a half, the results in two or 
three years would be much more 
satisfactory. Imagine telling a cus- 
tomer to cut a sweet gum back to 
the ground after planting; yet if it 


were done, the result would be effec- 
tive. Other trees, such as dogwood 
could be cut back almost to a bean 
pole for fine results, particularly if 
an even stand in a row is desired 
It is also difficult to give the cus- 
tomer his fullest return in the matte 
of moving so-called big trees—those 
five inches or more in caliper. I have 
moved a good many and observed 
many more moved, but have neve 
seen any that completely recovered. 
Even though they continue to grow 
vigorously after becoming estab- 
lished, they seem to assume a char- 
acter of advanced maturity. 


Advice for Growers 


In growing trees in the nursery. 
it is not only desirable to rogue all 
runts and undesirably shaped trees, 
but it might also be wise to discard 
those that make too rank a top 
growth. Such a tree may not neces- 
sarily make the best plant when it 
is later sold. In the matter of grow- 
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ing plants in the nursery with various 
forms of protection, such as shade, 
windbreaks, irrigation, glass or win- 
ter cover, the nurseryman must use 
discretion. He is not doing the cus- 
tomer a favor if he protects his 
plants beyend the means of the cus- 
tomer to duplicate. 

And, of course, if the nurseryman 
is testing a plant for hardiness, it is 
perhaps well that he should protect 
it until it becomes established. but 
then it is best left fully exposed to 
the elements. A plant can hardly be 
considered hardy in a certain area 
if it needs a high degree of special 
treatment. 

Quality Counts 


In the matter of horticultural va- 
rieties or clones, particularly those 
preduced by budding or grafting, the 
quality of the variety is much more 
important than the appearance of 
the plant that is sold. 

I have an aversion to one type of 
plant commonly grown by nurseries, 
and that is the heavily sheared ever- 
green. These plants seem to lose their 
true character or shape and often, in 
my experience, do not establish 
themselves satisfactorily. I much pre- 
fer the plants pruned and shaped by 
knife or hand pruners. Incidentally, 
transplanting has a tendency to

four to five inches long, shiny dark 
green above and yellowish on their 
undersides. It is likely that the gen- 
eric name photinia, from the Greek 
photeinos, or shining, was chosen 
because of the highly lustrous leaves 
of this species. The plant’s flower 
clusters are about twice as wide as 
those of villosa and its shiny leaves 
and larger flower clusters make P.

be better for grafting or cutting 

sources than like forms now avail- 

able. 

About 40 years ago, Barney Slavin, 
retired park superintendent, Roches- 
ter, N. Y., set out a planting of west- 
ern yellow pines, including the va- 
riety scopulorum, in Durand-East- 
man park. In periodic checking he 
noticed the relatively slow growth of 
one seedling and marked the plant 
for closer future observation. The 
next few years proved the accuracy 
of his early conviction, as this tree, 
which was labeled B.H.S. No. 37, not 
only did not attain the normal age 
height of all others in the same 
group, but displayed a much more 
compact, heavier branching form. 
When its dwarf characteristics had 
been established definitely, scions 
were taken and grafted in 1926. To- 
day one of these grafted plants, now 
32 years old, is about seven feet high 
and retains the characteristics which 
were dominant in the seedling. 
While this particular form of a well- 
known species may not be of great 
worth as an ornamental, it does show 
how more valuable cultivars may 
be acquired.

When plants are grafted from a 
witches’-broom, one cannot be sure

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Jackson & Perkins Continues 
Expansion on West Coast 


Next autumn west coast retail 
buyers will be able to obtain for the 
first time roses grown in their own 
area by the Jackson & Perkins Co. 
The plants will be distributed 
through a new retail organization of 
the Jackson & Perkins Co. of Cali- 
fornia, at Pleasanton. 

This subsidiary of the Jackson & 
Perkins Co. harvests more than 
10,500,000 roses annually at ranches 
in California and Arizona. Because 
all roses sold are 2-year-old plants, 
there are now 21,000,000 bushes 
growing in the rose fields. Previously 
the yearly crop was freighted by rail 
and truck to the firm’s headquarters 
at Newark, N. Y., for nation-wide 
mailings at varying planting times. 

“This new plan,” explains Clar- 
ence G. Perkins, president of the 
Jackson & Perkins Co. of California, 
“has long been delayed because of 
our own expansion problems. Now 
that our farming operation has been 
systematized, we plan to provide west 
coast rose growers with better service 
than was before possible.” 

Because fertile western land and 
the long growing periods produce 
large, healthy plants, the Jackson & 
Perkins Co. of California has ex- 
panded rapidly in recent years. 
Combined acreage now exceeds 4,000 
acres, with ranches at Phoenix, Ariz., 
and Newman, Calif. 

Western Development 

The Jackson & Perkins Co. of 
California, headed by President Clar- 
ence E. Perkins, was incorporated in 
1931 at Pleasanton, Calif. Originally, 
the sole function of the California 
establishment was to produce rose 
plants for the parent company, the 
Jackson & Perkins Co., of Newark, 
N. Y., which began business in 1872. 
Subsequently, a research program 
was organized at Livermore, Callif., 
and operated independently of the 
older, larger operation in the east. 

A few years after the Pleasanton 


operation began, farm land was 
acquired at Newman in the San 


Joaquin valley, making a total of 
1,000 acres. Today some 8,000,000 
plants are growing there, with an 
annual crop of half that number, 
Between 1952 and 1953 ranch 
lands totaling 1,760 acres were pur- 
chased six miles north of Phoenix, 
Ariz. The last crop will be taken 
from these lands next autumn. Be- 
cause rapidly expanding suburban 


Phoenix limited the additional acre- 
age available, the operations have 
been shifted to a fertile area 15 miles 
northeast of the city, where 3,000 
acres are now devoted exclusively to 
rose growing. There are now 13,- 
000,000 rose plants there. 

The Jackson & Perkins Co., New- 
ark, N. Y., is still largely a family 
concern, with four members of the 
Perkins family active in the top man- 
agement. The president, Charles H. 
Perkins, bears the name of the com- 
pany founder, who was his uncle. 
The late Charles H. Perkins was 
trained to be a lawyer, but his heart 
belonged to his favorite hobby, gar- 
dening. He formed a partnership 
with his father-in-law, A. E. Jackson, 
to conduct a side-line business in 
truck gardening. 

For a number of years they con- 
tinued their informal partnership, 
growing berries and grapes for the 
local market. Meanwhile, grape cut- 
tings were taken for sale to neighbors 
and nurserymen. This nursery opera- 
tion finally took on the aspects of a

Keeping the columnar Hicks yew 
Taxus media hicksi columnaris) in 
bounds is ‘no problem, because its 
natural tendency is to form a narrow, 
dense head. Other forms of Taxus 
media that are usable for this pur- 
pose are Old Westburv and Wheat- 
ley Hills. 


Arborvitae Useful 


Either Thuja occidentalis douglasi 
pyvramidalis or Thuja occidentalis 
rosenthali can make a tall, narrow 
screen, or they can be mixed in the 
same planting to provide a variation 
of green. Possibly the wintergreen 
arborvitae ‘Thuja occidentalis nig- 
ra) and Siberian or Ware’s arbor- 
vitae (Thuja occidentalis robusta 
also listed as T. occidentalis wareana 
and T. occidentalis sibirica—could 
also be used, but they are more diffi- 
cult to keep in bounds, with Ware's 
arborvitae (shown in illustration D 
being the more difficult of the two. 
The wintergreen arborvitae is an ex- 
cellent dark green, with a tendency 
to be dense. This is one of the best 
of the tall-erowing forms. both for 
color and for density. 

The scarab false cypress (Chamae- 
cyparis lawsoniana allumi), if tied 
in the center, can make a narrow 
blue-green screen, but ordinarily it 
is not so long-lived as the yews and 
arborvitaes. A deciduous possibility 
is the columnar glossy buckthorn 

Rhamnus frangula  columnaris), 
which I have seen used only as a 
specimen plant and not as a screen. 
Its habit and density seem well suited 
for this purpose, however. 

Narrow screens of 10 to 30 feet, 
more or less, kept to a width of ap- 
proximately six feet are in a cate- 
gory that allows for a number of 
entries. The possibilities are exten- 
sive, but some of the species and 
varieties are better adapted than 
others. 

Of the deciduous trees and large 
shrubs there are several that come 
to mind.

ities, but is a little expensive for the 
average wage earner, is the dense- 
growing Carpinus betulus fastigiata, 
which may be listed also as C. betulus 
pyramidalis, both of which use the 
common name of pyramidal Euro- 
pean hornbeam. Illustration E shows 
an old specimen located on_ the 
erounds of Hicks Nurseries, West- 
bury, L. I. The plant has been there 
so long that it is now emblematic 
of the nursery. Even the species, Eu- 
ropean hornbeam (Carpinus betu- 
lus), could be used for a narrow, tall 
screen for many years if the gardener 
who maintained it is not too timid 
with the pruning shears. 
Suitable Beech Types 

The pyramidal European beech 
Fagus sylvatica fastigiata) lends it- 
self to screening of six feet or less 
in width, but even this narrow grow- 
er will eventually need to be re- 
strained. If it is allowed to 
more than 15 feet, one must tie it 
in the center, in order to prevent 
ice or snow from opening it. The Eu- 
ropean beech (F. sylvatica) and the 
American beech (F. grandifolia) are 
also suited, if kept within bounds. 
Illustration F shows a clipped Amer- 
ican beech hedge that has been per- 
manently situated for about 15 years 
and is seven to eight feet high and 
considerably less than six feet wide. 
Beeches and hornbeams combine well 
in the same screen. 

Other deciduous possibilities in- 
clude the Washington hawthorn 
Crataegus phaenopyrum) and _ its 
pyramidal variety, C. phaenopyrum 
fastigiata. The Washington haw- 
thorn is particularly effective in dis- 
couraging trespassers. The pyramidal 
English oak (Quercus robur fasti- 
giata) can screen effectively, but, like 
the pyramidal European beech and 
hornbeam, is expensive. 


grow 


Three crab apples of narrow, up- 
right growth are the columnar Si- 
berian crab apple (Malus baccata 
columnaris), columnar cherry crab 
apple (M. robusta erecta) and the 
Marshall Oyama crab apple (M. 
Marshall Oyama). Not only do these 
provide fairly good screening, but 
flowering and fruiting also can be 
obtained to make an attractive set- 
ting. The old reliables, California 
privet (Ligustrum  ovalifolium 
where it is hardy, and the Amur 
privet (L. amurense) are still good 
plants for dense growth, even though 
they may not be extensively pruned. 

The evergreens present several 
possibilities. Of the arborvitaes, Thu- 
ja occidentalis nigra (wintergreen 
arborvitae), T. occidentalis robusta 
Ware’s or Siberian arborvitae) and 
T. occidentalis pyramidalis (pyram-

sentatives. Illustration G_ indicates 
how complete a screen arborvitae 
makes. Other narrow-leaved ever- 
greens that can be used, but may 
need a bit of pruning, are upright 
Japanese yew (Taxus cuspidata capi- 
tata), pyramidal white pine (Pinus 
strobus fastigiata), Canaert red ce- 
dar (Juniperus virginiana canaerti 
Hinoki false cypress (Chamaecyparis 
obtusa), eastern hemlock (Tsuga 
canadensis) and Carolina hemlock 
T. caroliniana). Columnar Chinese 
juniper (Juniperus chinensis colum- 
naris) and Schott red cedar would 
require little pruning to be kept in 
bounds.

Florists’ Chrysanthemums 


A Missouri reader reports that he 
plans to add _ florists’ chrysanthe- 
mums to his line for September and 
October selling, a scheme that, if 
successful, might be carried over into 
November. He asks for some sugges- 
tions on working out a simple sched- 
ule. He has or will have a cloth 
house. I am glad to give a schedule 
that I worked out several vears ago 
for that purpose, which I hope will 
give him and others who have sim- 
ilar ideas some usable suggestions. 

To make a venture in florists’ 
chrysanthemums a financial success, 
one would need proper growing fa- 
cilities and a good outlet for these 
products. Considering the latter first, 
I should expect best results if a mar- 
ket could be arranged through exist- 
ing channels. A local florist or a 
wholesale dealer in the nearest large 
market might be able to handle this 
inquirer’s entire output to the mu- 
tual advantage of both. 

Growing facilities could be ar- 
ranged to suit one’s ambition and 
pocketbook. If the cuttings are to 
be delivered about the middle part 
of May, a good time for a venture 
of this kind if one 
to buy extensive, expensive equip- 
ment, a little protection from frost 
would be needed until the plants 
could be kept in an open frame. If 
they are to be timed for September 
selling, little, if any, protection, ex- 
cept the shading cloth toward the 
end of their growth period, would be 
needed. Plants for October 
would need at least a glass cover, 
or a house with glass cover and open 
ends and sides, and plants marketed 
in November would need a heated 
house in most northern sections. 

It would be useless to go into va- 
rieties for use in this work, because 
they are without number, but it 
might be well to outline my expe- 
rience with one kind: Smith’s Su- 
perlative, planted May 15, given the 
last pinch on July 4 and shaded on 

July 1, was ready to sell Septembe1 
12. All the details of shifting, pinch- 
ing and shading will be found in 
suppliers’ literature.

Monardella Macrantha 


A Minnesota reader asks for a note 
on the California labiate, Monar- 
della macrantha, and wonders if it 
would be hardy in his section. If I 





understand Minnesota winters, it is 
questionable that the plant is hardy 
in any part of the state, and cer- 
tainly it would not be hardy in his 
northwestern section. Although it is 
not hardy even in Michigan’s lower 
peninsula, I used it as an annual, 
sowing the seeds early indoors and 
putting them in the open after set- 
tled weather arrived. I also varied 
the procedure by growing the plants 
in pots in a pit until June. In either 
they made fine little bushes, 
to the height of 10 or 12 
bearing a quantity of bright 
monarda-like flowers in late summet 
and autumn. 

Most of the available literature 
on the plant says it is a sun lover 
“and should be planted in well- 


case, 
inches, 
red, 


drained, gritty soil on a slope in the 
rock garden, or elsewhere, in a warm 
situation,” as one English com. 
mentor put it. We always grew it 
in part shade, as on the north side 
of a building, where it 
morning or afternoon sun, or in the 
shade of an open-headed tree. In 
our trials, it showed that about the 
same amount of moisture as is used 
for Monarda didyma would help it to 
do its best. It may be grown without 
difficulty from seeds and from cut- 
tings of nonflowering growths.

Draba Pyrenaica 


When a letter came a day or two 
ago asking for a note on Draba py- 
renaica, it brought to mind a pleas- 
ant experience that I had with a 
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delightfully fragrant, lovely, lilac- 
flowered crossflower, years ago. It 
also brought up from the inner re- 
cesses of my mind the suggestion that 
the botanists had changed the plant's 
name. And sure enough, when I re- 
ferred to “Hortus,” I found that it is 
now known as Petrocallis pyrenaica. 

Regardless of name, it is a pleas- 
ant little companion, a mat maker, 
to three inches in height, with a 
carpet of lilac-colored (lavender to 
some eyes) flowers. “Hortus” says 
they are white changing to pink, 
which they were not in our trials. 
Later we had a white-flowered form 
under the label of variety alba, 
which was not nearly so attractive, 
at least to me. The plant grows read- 
ily in limy, gritty, well-drained soil 
in sunshine, comes readily from 
seeds, as do most crucifers, and also 
from cuttings of new growths. 


Clump Drabas 


A large group of clump-making 
drabas, looking superficially like a 
tiny, green-rosetted sempervivum, 
came to mind while I was writing 
the foregoing notes. The names in 
this group mean little to the trade 
(and botanists do not seem to be 
in full agreement, either), so I shall 
not spend much time with names 
except to set down a few for in- 
terested readers to look for. Of the 
better kinds which have been in my 
trials, the following were note- 
worthy: D. aizoides is a spiny tuft of 
green with bright yellow crossflow- 
ers on 3 to 4-inch stems with a liking 
for lime. D. aizoon is similar to D. 
aizoides though larger in all its parts. 
with stems six or more inches tall 
and flowers of a paler yellow shade. 
D. bruniifolia is a little charmer, 
not reliably hardy in my trials, with 
pretty orange-yellow flowers on 4- 
inch stems. D. cuspidata is rather 
unique with its purple flowers on 4- 
inch stems over dense tufts. It is not 
hardy enough for our coldest weath- 
er. There are two white-flowered 
kinds, D. dedeana and D. gigas, 
both unusually handsome in their 
pure white color (rarely straw-yel- 
low in the latter) and imbricated 
rosettes; but the prize in imbricated 
rosettes is found in a little thing from 
the Caucasus with rosettes that bare- 
ly rise above the ground. It may be 
found, when found at all, under one 
of a half-dozen or more names, as 
shown in the succeeding paragraph. 

I first had it years ago under name 
of imbricata, later as bryoides and 
finally as rigida. It also appears in 
lists under any combination of these 
three names. I know not what the 
name should be and am never sure 
what I am getting when I order seeds

under any of the names. What one 
wants is a little plant made up of 
rosettes of tiny leaves. on which sit, 
quite stemless, golden-vellow cross- 
flowers. They are all quite easy in 
sunny, well-drained soil, if given 
moisture at the roots during long 
dry periods. 


Armeria Caespitosa 


A Massachusetts reader asks how 
to handle Armeria caespitosa when 
growing it from cuttings. This is the 
plant that we are now told to call 
Armeria juniperifolia, I believe. The 
poor little thing has suffered from a 
multiplicity of names and from hav- 
ing many false representations in 
gardens. If my Massachusetts cor- 
respondent has the true thing—a 
densely tufted rosette with awl-shap- 
ed leaves, less than one-half inch 
long, that covers itself with lovely, 
bright pink heads in spring, the en- 
tire plant less than two inches tall 
he has one of the prizes of easily 
grown alpines, and a plant that de- 
serves the care needed to reproduce 
it vegetatively. Of course, the flowet 
color does not have to be bright pink 
to be true A. juniperifolia; it may 
vary from white and dull white, 
through pale pink to a lively, bright 
pink, but the last-named color is the 
one that stands out. 

To grow it from cuttings, one 
should dig the plant in summer (we 
found July the best time), and pull 
away each tuft with a noticeable part 
of old wood at the base. Dibble in 
pans of light garden soil, on which 
has been placed a top-dressing of a 
quarter inch of pure sand. Then 
handle the cuttings as you do any 
tough stock, potting them up in 
gravelly soil when well rooted. Let 
them spend their first winter in a 
protected frame, after which they 
may be lined out until they are ready 
to sell. 


Callirhoe Digitata 


While I am on the subject of 
propagation, it might be well to in- 
clude here a recent reply to a Ten- 
nessee reader’s request for a method 
of handling Callirhoe digitata. 

The callirhoes are of the malva 
family and, like many of the malvas, 
are quite easily grown from cuttings. 
Callirhoe digitata cuttings should be 
selected from softwood of nonflow- 
ering growths in August and inserted 
in an ordinary cutting frame, where 
they should be given the usual easy 
treatment. When they are well-root- 
ed, they should be potted up in rose 
pots or transplanted directly to a 
protected frame for the winter. This 
species of the poppy mallow has 
never been reliably hardy here in 
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Michigan. It occurs naturally from 
Missouri to Texas and should be en- 
tirely hardy in Tennessee. Material 
from the northern part of its range 
might be reliable as far north as Chi- 
cago. 
Myconella Myconis 

When I received a request for a 
note on Myconella myconis, I was 
at a loss to know what the corre- 
spondent was talking about. Refer- 
ence to “Hortus” revealed the fact 
that this is the present name for my 
old friend Chrysanthemum myconis. 
So I went back to my notebook for 
1936 and found the following: 

“Not often do I find a good, new 
rock garden annual, but Chrysanthe- 
mum myconis seems to be full com- 
pensation for many fruitless efforts. 
The information that came with 
the seeds said the plant hails from 
Spain, but gave not a word about its 
needs or habits. Subsequent expe- 
rience shows that it comes into bloom 
within two months of the sowing of 
the seeds, sending up slender stems, 
usually four or five inches tall in the 
lean scree soil of the rock garden. A 
rich diet makes the stems stretch 
up to a foot (I notice now that 
“Hortus” says two and a half feet 
each stem bearing a number of small, 
single, bright yellow daisies. Not the 
least of its good points is a long 
blooming period, which this year 

1936) commenced June | and con- 
tinued into September.” 


A Yellow Hepatica 


A Wisconsin correspondent re- 
ported recently that his nursery had 
under trial a yellow variety of the 
common round-lobed hepatica and 
wondered if it was unusual. I replied 
that it was most unusual to me and 
that I had never seen anything in 
hepatica that even approached the 
pleasing shade of soft yellow shown 
by an accompanying yellow sheet of 
paper sent to show the shade of the 
flower. Can any nurseryman reader 
add to the answer? In my younger 
days, I occasionally met with plants 
in the wild in northern Ohio that 
with youthful enthusiasm I called 
vellow, but as I look back, they were 
more a dirty white, with a mere 
suggestion of yellow at the center. 


Senecio Fendleri 


Another Wisconsin reader asks 
about Senecio fendleri, and I am 
happy to give a better and, I hope, 
more satisfactory report. 

It is an alpine from Colorado and 
Utah, growing about two inches tall 
in its mountain home (“Hortus” 
gives it a height of a foot) and up 
to six inches, as it behaved in our 
trials. It makes a rosette of small

(two inches, or less, long) leaves, 
deeply pinnatifid, and covered with 
tufts of wool, making an entrancing 
ornament even when it is not flow- 
ering. My source for many Colorado 
plants, D. M. Andrews, used to tell 
me that its flowering period in the 
mountains lasted from June into 
August, which would make it a great 
acquisition for eastern rock gardens: 
here in my trials, I was fortunate if 
it lasted through June. As on most 
groundsels, the flowers are yellow 
and make corymbose heads almost 
an inch across. The alpine proved 
to be quite easy in our trials, asking 
for little more than good drainage 
and a fair quantity of moisture at 
the root throughout its growing sea- 
son 
Anthyllis Montana 

While I wrote the preceding note 
concerning a white, woolly-leaved 
plant, a similar plant, predominant- 
ly silver, Anthyllis montana, came 
to mind, and I hasten to utter a few 
words in its praise. Although rarely 
seen in this country, the kidney 
vetches have long been favorites 
with European gardeners. 

Anthyllis montana furnishes a foil 
of lovely, silvery legume foliage for 
rock garden and border decoration, 
lasting throughout the open season 
and culminating in a rather showy 
exhibition of pink, red or purplish 
flowers, according to the variety in 
use. They grow to about 10 inches 
tall, with the usual, pretty legume 
leaves and flowers in cloverlike heads. 
The most attractive of the varieties 
on trial here was A. montana car- 
minea, with flowers of a pleasing, 
deep rose red. They are all, so far 
as I know, of the easiest possible 
culture, requiring no more than sun- 
shine in ordinary garden soil. I sus- 
pect that one reason this best of the 
kidney vetches is so little seen in 
this country is that it seldom sets 
seeds under garden conditions. But 
if given a plant of a good color, one 
may propagate it without trouble by 
taking heel cuttings in summer, pref- 
erably in late June or early July. 
according to experience here, and 
rooting them in ordinary soil in a 
lath-shaded frame. The rooted cut- 
tings should be potted up and car- 
ried over the first winter in a pro- 
tected frame.

TRI-COUNTY CHAPTER 


April 25, the Tri-County chapter 
of the California Association of 
Nurserymen met at the Mar Monte 
hotel, Santa Barbara. There were 
34 present. Among the guests were 
Mr. and Mrs. Harold M. Sumida, 
La Sumida Nursery, introduced as 
prospective members. 

Bert Kallman, Kallman’s Nursery, 
Santa Barbara, spoke briefly on the 
value of membership in the state as- 
sociation. Capel-Klang & Co. of 
Southern California, represented by 
John T. Jones, was announced as a 
new member. President Harry 
Stribling, Kallman’s Nursery, then 
introduced the speakers of the eve- 
ning, Norman Springer, Bandini Fer- 
tilizer Co., Los Angeles, and Carl 
Walker, M & P Store Fixtures. 

Mr. Springer, speaking on “Mer- 
chandising,” pointed out that there 
are new competitors in the gas sta- 
tions and grocery stores that sell 
nursery stock. The nursery industry, 
he continued, is 20 years behind the 
times in its lack of modernization; in 
fact, it is not yet grown up, he de- 
clared. 

Old stock should be thrown out, 
said Mr. Springer, commenting on 
store practices. All space should be 
utilized. It is not necessary to over- 
lap on stock; handling not more than 
three major brands of nursery sup- 
plies was recommended. 

If the sales building is constructed 
with a wide roof overhang, it was 
said, bulky items such as peat and 
fertilizers can be stored outdoors, to 
make for ease of handling and for 
better display. Because packaging 
has been made attractive, packages 
should be displayed so they can draw 
attention. 

Traffic is improved, said the speak- 
er, when the nursery is clean and 
comfortable and there is opportunity 
for browsing. Seasonal displays can 
be presented on a patio area. Refuse 
cans should be kept neat, and walks 
and drives should be paved. 

Labeling nursery stock with the 
name and price invites self-service. 
Stock should be easy to see and easy 
to touch, and it helps to show the 
uses of the stock through displays. 
Larger sizes of stock can be shown 
with the smaller grades, Mr. Spring- 
er said, recommending that the 


larger plants be kept at the right of 


the others.

Membership Meeting 


A meeting of the Centinela chap- 
ter of the California Association of 
Nurserymen held May 22 at Tal 
Sone’s cafe, Manhattan Beach, was 
attended by 44 persons. 

President George Schmidt, Fron- 
tier Nursery, Redondo Beach, re- 
ported on the chapter presidents’ 
meeting at Palo Alto and explained 
the purpose of the 1959 convention 
site questionnaire now being dis- 
tributed. A quorum of 135 members 
is necessary to hold the meeting, and 
unless that number indicates inten- 
tion to attend, a new site will have 
to be selected. A reminder was given 
of the refresher course scheduled at 
Cal Poly, San Luis Obispo, June 4 
and 5. 

Irrigation Water 

Reg Whitney, program director, 
introduced the speaker of the eve- 
ning, Ed Wadleigh, Carma Mfg. Co., 
Torrance, Calif., whose subject was 
irrigation water, its source, uses and 
disadvantages because of minerals. 
Minerals found in the locality are 
not all desirable in water. Sodium, 
the most plentiful, is a harmful in- 
gredient. Colorado river water con- 
tains calcium and magnesium, which 
are removed and replaced by sodium 
to make it softer. The sodium is 
not nutritional, and the plant takes 
up so much of it that there is little 
room left for nutritional elements, 
even if introduced separately. So- 
dium is especially harmful to plants 
requiring acid conditions. 

Mr. Wadleigh then explained the 
use of deionizers, which remove so- 
dium from water. Water is first run 
through a tank of resins, where the 
sodium is removed from the sodium

enough. Bedding plant growers how- 
ever took the brunt of the poor sea- 
son, for thousands of flats of bedding 
plants made ready for March and 
April sales were dumped. 

Alameda county started-eye rose 
growers have found that a Polv- 
Kraft rose pack is highly satisfac- 
tory for the storing of rose plants. 
Several kinds that normally will 
stand only two or three months of 
storage have been retained un- 
der careful observation for nine 
months and are still in good con- 
dition. Before being placed in the 
new pack the plants are dipped in 
fungicides. The work was recently 
reported by the Alameda county 
farm adviser, Robert Lateer, and 
was done largely by him and by per- 
sonnel from the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture field station 
at Fresno. Growers cooperating in 
the tests included Ted Sakai, Sakai 
Bros. Nursery, Hayward, and the 
Amling DeVore Rose Nursery, Liv- 
ermore. Another product of the 
study has been the discovery that 
fiberboard containers can be used 
instead of the heavy standard wire- 
bound wooden boxes. 

Scientists at the University of Cal- 
ifornia continue to study the uses 
and limitations of gibberellic acid 
and continue to make favorable pre- 
liminary reports on the use of the 
material. Most recent are reports of 
a geneticist, a physiologist and a 
general horticulturist at the Uni- 
versity of California at Riverside. In 
separate articles these men advise 
that fruit set on some limes, some 
lemons and some oranges was in- 
creased by the use of the material 
and that it seemed to increase the 
fruit set on the Clementine manda- 
rin. 

The incidence of the root lesion 
nematode has become so widespread 
over the state that agricultural au- 
thorities are increasing the number 
and kinds of tests for its control in 
orchards. Latest report by Profs. 
B. P. Lownbery and S. A. Sher, of 
the University of California, indi- 
cate that soil fumigation among re- 
plants of California black walnuts 
and unselected Paradox hybrids 
was sufficiently effective to make the 
treatment feasible. 

Members of the California weed 
conference have been asked by its 
president, J. T. Vedder, to submit 
as soon as possible suggestions for 
topics for discussion at the 1959 
conference, which will be held at 
Santa Barbara.

LATE MAIL-ORDER REPORT 


Supplementing the mail-orde1 
nurserymen’s spring season reports 
that appeared in the June 1 issue 
of the American Nurseryman, H. W. 
Maloney, president of the Maloney 
Bros. Nursery Co., Dansville, N. Y.. 
describes a late-starting season and 
notes a drop in fruit sales in the fol- 
lowing letter: 

“Our business was down from last 
year's level in the early stages—Jan- 
uary and February—but picked up 
considerably during March and 
April and (so far) in May. Sales 
fell off, however, in the fruit field, 
in which we deal directly with the 
fruit grower. Supplies seem to be 
ample. Transportation is fair. Early 
wholesale orders were good. How- 
ever, repeat orders were slow. Gen- 
erally speaking, business has turned 
out better than I thought it would 
in February.”

Hans Hess, Hess’ Nurseries, Moun- 
tain View, N. J., in the following re- 
port: 

“This spring’s business appears to 
be falling behind that of last year, 
due primarily to two weather factors 
in our area. The extended dry peri- 
od of last summer put last year’s lin- 
ers back one year in maturing; there- 
fore, many nurserymen are not pur- 
chasing the liners that they would 
normally buy this spring. 

“Secondly, we have had a late 
spring, and when it finally did open 
up, we were plagued by persistent 
rainfall, which hampered digging 
and planting operations tremendous- 
ly. Most nurserymen in this locality 
cannot run cultivating machinery 
among their plants to control weeds, 
because in many places the ground 
is so wet that the machine would bog 
down.

New York Season Late 

“We are still busy shipping (May 
19), as this has been a late season 
due to weather conditions; we think 
it is the latest we have ever encoun- 
tered,” writes Charles H. Perkins, 
Jackson & Perkins Co., Newark, N. 
Y., adding: 

“It is yet too early to determine 
the fact definitely, but we think we 
will end the season with satisfactory 
sales. We lost volume heavily during 
the bad weather in February and 
March, but have picked up most of it 
since the season opened. The demand 
has been uniform for all classes of 
stock, with not too much resistance 
to prices. 

“I do not think the supply of 
stock for next year will be much dif- 
ferent from that available this past 
season. As to planting plans, we are 
making few changes.” 

Blizzard Upsets Philadelphia 


Though delayed by a disastrous 
blizzard, the spring season in Pennsy]- 
vania will probably be a successful 
one, reports Charles B. Staton, Pos- 
sum Hollow Nurseries, Philadelphia, 
Pa. He also notes a continuing 
shortage of finished stock in the fol- 
lowing letter: 

“In late February the season open- 
ed up nicely, with much work com- 
pleted, and lining-out stock orders 
were shipped by mid-March. Then, 
on March 20 and 21, a howling 2-day 
blizzard brought up to 30 inches of 
wet snow and complete chaos. The 
city of Philadelphia was partly para- 
lyzed for a week, with power, light 
and communications out. In sub- 
urban areas a state of major emer- 
gency existed. Travellers were ma- 
rooned in Turnpike restaurants; res- 
cues by helicopter were frequent, and 
desperate efforts were made to open 
isolated roads where people were in 
great distress. This over-all situa- 
tion erased all thoughts of spring 
work, and it took perhaps two to 
three weeks for the population to 
get back to normal. After that, a 
succession of wet, cold days further 
delayed our work. 

“However, when local nursery and 
landscape firms began functioning 
again, there was a torrent of good 
business for everyone. As this is be- 
written (May 20), we still do not 
know how we are going to get every- 
thing done by summer. Because of 
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the wet weather, we have been great- 
ly handicapped in planting young 
stock in the field, but what was plant- 
ed is doing well. 

“In this area there are some large 
industries on shortened time, but that 
is about the only indication here of 
the so-called recession. Even with 
the great handicap of the disasterous 
blizzard, I believe our gross will be 
up to and perhaps greater than last 
year's. Well-grown finished stock in 
this area is commanding the best 
prices ever and remains extremely 
scarce. 

Difficult but Good Virginia Season 


Despite winter weather 
conditions that caused extensive 
stock losses, Wood-Howell Nurseries, 
Inc., Bristol, Va., enjoyed a record 
volume of sales in April, according 
to Owen G. Wood, who comments: 

“Here in the mountains of south- 
west Virginia we are located at 
an elevation of 2,000 feet we ex- 
perienced the most severe weather, 
last winter, within the writer’s mem- 
ory. On the night of February 16, 
the temperature dropped to 18 de- 
grees below zero, and on the two fol- 
lowing nights the thermometer regis- 
tered 12 degrees below. Much dam- 
age resulted to broad-leaved ever- 
greens, though the coniferous ever- 
greens suffered only a slight foliage 
burn. 

“Many of the broad-leaved ever- 
greens were not salable this spring 
and many orders booked last summer 
and fall were necessarily canceled. 
Hower, most of this material is now 
breaking new growth, and the dam- 
age is not nearly so severe as we had 
feared, except in the case of contain- 
er-grown broad-leaved evergreens. 
We had approximately 22,000 of 
these, in variety, established in 1- 
gallon Plantainers, and they were 
all killed. The conifers some 8,000 

in the 1-gallon containers were not 
damaged. 

“We did practically no business 
through January and February. In 
March, despite almost continuous 
but rather light rains, we began to 
get under way and finished the month 
with a gratifying volume. April, with 
rains continuing, gave us the best 
volume in the history of our business. 
a substantial increase over any April 
of which we have record, and our 
many good customers cooperated 
beautifully, for which we are duly 
thankful. 

“At retail, we started planting in 
March and have enjoyed a most sat- 
isfactory season. We are still plant- 
ing almost daily.

Virginia Ground Frozen 

E. M. Quillen notes a drop in 
fruit tree sales for commercial plant. 
ing and a steady demand for orna- 
mental stock in this report from 
Waynesboro Nurseries, Waynesboro, 
Va.: 

“In Virginia some planting is 
normally done throughout the year, 
January and February being busy 
months, but not so active as March 
and April. During January and Feb- 
ruary of this year, the ground was 
frozen and covered with snow most 
of the time. Not until the middle 
of March did frost leave the ground 
so that digging and shipping could 
reach full swing. Then we were 
handicapped by excessive rain. We 
managed to dig and ship, but could 
do little planting in the nursery until 
May. 

“Spring sales as a whole were good, 
considering the short shipping sea- 
son and unusual rain. Fruit tree 
sales for commercial planting were 
off because of the low 1957 fruit 
prices and the short planting season. 
Retail demand for home orchard 
planting was active and the supply of 
trees left unsold was not excessive. 
Ornamental plants moved well. Not 
so much shade stock was moved as 
we should have liked, but much of 
our supply is young and will carry 
over. 

“There is no indication of any let- 
up in demand for ornamental nurs- 
ery stock, but, unless prices are 
raised in keeping with production 
and handling cost, profits will be of 
much concern. Labor is plentiful but 
requires more supervision than is 
available during the shipping season 

a situation that puts a strain 
on management. Our supply of flow- 
ering shrubs for fall, 1958, and spring 
1959, will be below normal, while 
shade stock will be above normal in 
supply. Continued rain has made 
irrigation unnecessary, but has limit- 
ed cultivation and encouraged weeds, 
which are expected to be troublesome 
for some time to come.”

Record Spring in Ohio 

Indications of a record season are 
reported from Scarff's Nursery, Inc., 
New Carlisle, O. Howard N. Scarfi 
also notes a shortage of salable taxus 
and an abundance of arborvitae and 
junipers in the following letter: 

“I am glad to report that our vol- 
ume this spring will probably be the 
largest in the history of our nursery. 
The heavy demand was apparent in 
all departments. Wholesale started 
early and held firm well into May. 
Retail was slow getting started be- 
cause of the late, cold spring, but, 
with the first warm weather in April, 
it came with a bang. At the present 
(March 20) it is still going well at 
our garden center, although leveling 
off somewhat from the early spring 
rush. 

“Taxus in salable sizes continues 
to be short. With the easing up of 
federal housing, there seems to be 
an abundance of some arborvitaes 
and junipers here in the Miami val- 
ley. Field plantings are 10 days to 
two weeks later than normal. We 
have just finished, and all stock is 
starting well in cool, moist soil con- 
ditions. 

“Plenty of local labor has been 
available, but much of it is inferior 
for nursery work. We are still using 
Texas farm labor and find it satis- 
factory. Although it is early to make 
any statement regarding stock avail- 
able for next year, we do not antici- 
pate much change from the past sea 
son. 

Detroit Demand Active 

Business held up better than had 
been expected in the Detroit area 
reports N. I. W. Kriek, Cottage Gar- 
dens, Lansing, Mich., in his summary 
given here: 

“We had our plantings in earlier 
than ever before, as we did not lose 
a single day after the middle of 
March. But in spite of a fairly large- 
scale irrigation system, it is difficult 
to get enough moisture to the plants 
We need rain for the plantings. 

“Because of slack work in the 
automobile industry, we had plenty 
of help, and in addition to our own 
trucking service, we were able to get 
all transportation facilities we need- 
ed promptly. Business in the automo- 
bile belt held up far better than we 
dared to expect. Especially during

Miles W. Bryant, Bryant Nurs- 
eries, Princeton, Ill., characterizes 
the past season as a reasonably satis- 
factory one, despite a slight drop in 
sales. He reports favorable weather 
and an ample labor supply in the 
following notes: 

“We have had a reasonably sat- 
isfactory spring season. In the be- 
ginning we had anticipated that our 
volume would be far lower than in 
previous years, but we have done 
much better than we expected 
Our sales are only slightly off last 
year’s. 

“It has been an_ exceptionally 
good season in which to get work 
done. We were able to get into the 
field early in March and have lost 
comparatively little time on account 
of rain. Moisture conditions were 
especially good at the beginning of 
the year and, while we are now in 
need of additional rain, spring plant- 
ings are starting off in excellent 
shape. 

“Labor, of course, has been plenti- 
ful. We have been able to pick the 
additional men that we hired. The 
labor situation has been much easier 
than in many previous years. Alto- 
gether, we cannot complain about 
the past spring season.”

opportunity to get orders out and 
field planting done with little diffi- 
culty. 

“Our wage rate for labor went up 
about 5 per cent, but the supply and 
quality were greatly improved over 
those of previous years. 

“The retail department of our 
business was discontinued this year, 
making our output 100 per cent 
wholesale for the first time in our 
history. We found the demand for 
stock good, resulting in an 8 per cent 
increase in volume. We noted an un- 
usual increase in the number of mer- 
chandisers of stock. 

“There is a moderate increase in 
the supply of plants in this area for 
fall °58 and spring °59. I feel that 
this greater supply is in line with 
the population increase and normal 
expansion of the use of nursery 
stock. Most of the costs of oper- 
ating are edging upward, so it seems 
to me we must expect slight increases 
in the price of our commodity for 
the coming season. This small rise 
in prices is just sound economics in 
view of the national and local trends 
of increasing costs and inflation.” 


Indiana Expectations Exceeded 
H. W. Hobbs, C. M. Hobbs & 


Sons, Inc., Indianapolis, views the 
past season as satisfactory, writing: 

“The demand for nursery stock 
has been above expectations. We 
have not been able to fill all orders 
because of shortage of stock. The 
season was a little late in opening 
up. Help has been plentiful and bet- 
ter. Weather has been good. Rain- 
fall has been plentiful, but not in 
eXCess. 

“We made our planting in the 
nursery early and have a good stand. 
We planted our usual. quantity of 
stock and look for a good demand 
this coming year. I do not think 
there will be much increase in price; 


except, possibly, on some scarce 
items. 
“We are satisfied with the past 


season's business.” 
Iowa Fruit Sales Rise 

Noting some increase in sales of 
fruit trees and small fruit plants, 
G. L. Welch, Mount Arbor Nurs- 
eries, outlines a generally satisfactory 
season in the Shenandoah, Ia., region 
as follows: 

“Although we have not had any 
opportunity to secure definite figures, 
I think our firm has enjoyed another 
satisfactory year. The volume of 
business for this season should com- 
pare favorably with that of the pre- 
vious year.

Shade trees continue in short 
supply, especially in the better va- 
rieties. 

“Weather conditions in this area 
were favorable for outdoor work this 
spring, which was fortunate, since 
we had more to do than usual, be- 
cause of an unusually wet fall. In 
this farming area, economic condi- 
tions are better than they have been 
for several years. Labor was not too 
plentiful, and we have had to depend 
upon imported help, especially for 
heavy field work. 

“Costs continue to create a prob- 
lem, and, as we view the situation 
now, it will at least be necessary to 
maintain our present schedule of 
wholesale prices. Our salesmen have 
reported that the retailers, both cash- 
and-carry and those in the landscape 
field, are enjoying an excellent vol- 
ume of business this spring. In fact. 
many of the landscape growers have 
more work than they can handle. In 
the mail-order field, firms in this area 
are reporting business about on a 
par with last year’s. There are a 
few firms that have reported some 
increase.” 

Small Nebraska Drop Seen 

A slow start may be a cause for 
sales figures slightly below last 
spring's, but demands were heavy, 
it is indicated in the following com- 
ments on the past season’s business 
by G. A. Gritzmacher, Plumfield 
Nurseries, Inc., Fremont, Neb.: 

“It is too early for us to know 
our season’s business dollarwise. At 
this date (May 16) we are guessing 
that sales may be down a trifle. Dur- 
ing February and early March, sales 
were definitely slower than in previ- 
ous years. By the time the season got 
underway, sales perked up consider- 
ably, and we seemed to regain lost 
ground in a hurry. 

“Many of our customers who had 
feared their sales would not be up to 
par actually ended up buying more 
nursery stock than in previous years. 
This was certainly one of the most 
hectic seasons for us, inasmuch as

our northern trade area opened up 
earlier than usual. Consequently, for 
three weeks or more, it seemed al- 
most impossible to catch up on our 
shipments, with customers in all 
states wanting their orders shipped 
immediately. 

“We are anticipating a good sup- 
ply of stock for next season. What 
prices will be next year is anybody’s 
guess. We do not see how they can 
be any lower.

PROPAGATING UNDER MIST

cuttings before they can be potted. 
Cuttings should be grouped accord- 
ing to their speed of rooting, so that 
they all can be hardened off at once. 
Mist should be withdrawn gradually, 
so that the cuttings have time to 
become accustomed to having their 
leaves dry. For hardening to take 
place, the leaves must be dry during 
the major part of the day. 

Mr. Templeton noted the curious 
fact that some plants tolerate mist 
less well after they are rooted than 
they do as unrooted cuttings. Such 
plants must not be left under mist 
for any length of time after they 
have rooted. They should be hard- 
ened and dried off as soon as pos- 
sible. Even tolerant plants should not 
be left under mist any longer than 
is necessary since there are no ad- 
vantages, and there are some disad- 
vantages. To avoid causing shock 
in transplanting cuttings, Mr. Tem- 
pleton roots them in soil where they 
remain undisturbed for the rest of 
their growing season. This practice 
also saves time and effort, since the 
only care the plants need after root- 
ing is irrigation. 

Planting Medium 


Mr. Templeton noted that his root- 
ing medium, a heavy red clay, was 
unusual, but that the cuttings grew 
well in it because it was kept well 
drained and in good condition. Rail- 
road cross-tie timbers are used for 
the edges of the bed, which is deep- 
spaded and tilled. He uses the same 
beds year after year, without remov- 
ing old soil or refilling the bed with 
new. He adds a one-half inch layer 
of sand over the soil because the

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soil is soaking wet when the cuttings 
are stuck and would be difficult to 
work. Every bed is fumigated with 
one pound of methyl bromide to 100 
square feet, principally for weed con- 
trol, but also to control soil insects 
and fungi. Without control, weeds 
would become a major problem un- 
der irrigation. 

The plastic enclosures are con- 
structed with 2-mil polyethylene 
plastic over a light, semicircular 
welded wire mesh frame. An air- 
tight enclosure is made by lapping 
the edges of the plastic tarpaulin 
over the ties and weighting them 
down with loose soil. It is easier to 
distribute the mist evenly inside a 
windproof structure, and uniformity 
of distribution is of utmost impor- 
tance. The cuttings can be kept much 
warmer inside the enclosure than in 
the open air. Trapped heat in the 
plastic enclosure keeps the cuttings 
warmer in the early morning, in the 
late afternoon and at night. The 
polyethylene acts as a_ radiation 
shield, retarding the loss of radiant 
heat from the beds to the sky, making 
possible earlier spring and later fall 
operations.

hung from them, thus keeping the 
surface of the rooting medium clear. 
To give free access to the beds, as 
cuttings are placed in them, these 
frames are set aside individually. As 
soon as the first frame-length of bed 
is planted, the frame is replaced and 
nailed to the wooden ties, and the 
polyethylene cover is unrolled over 
that much of the bed. 

These frames are constructed from 
6-foot sections cut from concrete re- 
inforcement material and dipped to 
prevent rusting into asphalt roofing 
paint which has been thinned down 
with a little gasoline. 

Mr. Templeton started his opera- 
tion using a quarter-inch galvanized 
spray pipe but has recently aban- 
doned it in favor of a half-inch spray 
line, necessary for the high-capacity 
nozzle he is now using. He has dis- 
covered that a high-capacity nozzle 
is necessary to keep the cuttings wet: 
high humidity is not needed. With a 
larger nozzle there is better distribu- 
tion and it is possible to shorten spray 
intervals, using less water. Spray 
lines with plugs instead of nozzles 
are used, he said. So that as soon 
as an area under each outlet is plant- 
ed, the plug is removed and the noz- 
zle screwed into the pipe, and the 
cuttings begin to receive mist imme- 
diately. 

A spacer, a stick of wood with 
nails one inch apart driven through 
it, makes shallow marks to show 
where the cuttings should be placed. 

\ spacer also makes an automatic 
count of the number of cuttings in 
each bed. The cuttings are not plant- 
ed deeply. Many are only one quar- 
ter of an inch, and none over one 
and one-quarter inches deep; they 
are simply pushed through the layer 
of sand so that they root in the soil. 
The thin top layer of sand helps to 
hold the cuttings upright. 


Canvas Shelter 

Next was described a portable can- 
vas shelter that rolls on wheels from 
frame to frame as the planting proc- 
ess continues and gives excellent pro- 
tection from wind and sun to the 
cuttings while each space is being 
planted. This shelter also permits 
interruption of work on the cuttings 
without damage to them. A saran 
plastic shade screen is unrolled over 
the polyethylene plastic filament on 
certain beds to provide up to 46 per 
cent shade during the heat of the 
summer. It helps to keep tender cut- 
tings in good condition during thei: 
first week but is not used at 
cooler times of the year. Mr. Tem- 
pleton cautioned against getting too 
much shade on certain plants, espe- 
cially in the winter, when light in-

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tensity is low. Though he does root 
cuttings all through the winter, it 
takes much longer then, and diseases 
seem to be more prevalent. 

Mr. Templeton noted that his beds 
are designed four feet wide, so that 
two workers sitting on the cross ties 
at the sides of the bed can each work 
half of the bed—a 2-foot width. 

In a discussion of heat intensity 
under the plastic film, he explained 
that if the temperature reaches 125 
degrees Fahrenheit or over, ventila- 
tion holes are cut in the plastic. ‘Tem- 
peratures of 110 degrees F. or even 
115 degrees F. are tolerated by the 
cuttings, but at anything over 120 
degrees F., the plants “cook,” and at 
125 degrees F. some necrosis occurs. 

Control of the amount of mist 
used on the cuttings is necessary, 
because continuous water, amount- 
ing to many inches a day, would 
lower the temperature of the rooting 
medium to an unfavorable point. 
For a control that will apply just 
enough water to keep all of the leaves 
wet all of the time without water- 
logging the soil or causing it to be- 
come too cold, Mr. Templeton uses 
an electronic leaf. It is a small white 
rectangle of plastic or glass with two 
electric contacts in it attached to a 
wire. When the surface of the plas- 
tic is wet, electricity can flow in the 
film of water between the two con- 
tacts, which causes the mist to re- 
main off. When the surface begins 
to dry, it can be assumed that the 
leaves of the cuttings have begun 
to dry, too; the electricity can no 
longer flow across, and the misting 
is resumed. When enough mist has 
fellen so that the electricity can pass 
again between the contacts, the mist- 
ing is automatically cut off.

Hardening Process 

In the hardening process, Mr. 
[empleton said that his first step is 
to cut larger holes out of the plastic 
cover, thus lowering the temperature 
inside the bed and promoting some 
air movement. A program of making 
progressively larger holes in the plas- 
tic and permitting longer periods 
without mist is carried on until the 
cuttings can grow without mist. The 
plastic film is used only once, 
sibly for 30 days in the summer o1 
perhaps five months in the winter 
In bright summer sun, 50 is the 
maximum number of days the plas- 
tic can be since the sunlight 
causes it to become brittle and crack.

The speaker said that soft, ter- 
minal cuttings are always used, 
such tender wood will root faste1 
and far outgrow cuttings made from 
harder wood.

One can use more intense 
light and a higher temperature,

is also a chance of rooting more of 
the difficult plants than is usual. 

Mr. Templeton’s second reason 
for using the mist system is that he 
can root plants more cheaply by it 
than in any other way. However 
complicated it may appear, the mist 
is not expensive per unit of area 
when it is used on a fairly large 
scale. If it is designed for portability, 
the system may be removed from 
one bed area and set up on a new 
one. Each unit in his operation is 
used about three times per year. Re- 
duced labor costs also are apparent, 
since once the cuttings are placed 
under mist they require almost no 
attention and there are no trans- 
planting costs. The mist equipment 
is moved away once the cuttings are 
rooted and they are left to grow 
where they are. 

Mr. Templeton also has found 
mist valuable in re-establishing new- 
ly potted or transplanted cuttings. 
Putting them under light mist for a 
week or 10 days greatly reduces 
losses. Even in midsummer plants in 
full growth can be moved and re- 
established under mist, often with- 
out stopping the new growth. 

The speaker explained that his 
hardwood cuttings are made with 
clippers, but that softwood cuttings 
were snapped off with the thumb 
and the blade of a knife. With the 
exception of a species of mahonia, 
he has found that internode cuttings 
root as well as those made to a node. 
Internode cuttings may take a few 
days longer to root. 

Referring to hormones, he said 
that on some plants they can be used 
to advantage to shorten the root- 
ing period significantly, while on 
others, they have no apparent effect. 
He cited the use of Hormodin No. 2 
on forsythia and weigela as making 
possible the removal of mist equip- 
ment two weeks sooner than without 
it. Except for Viburnum chenaulti 
and burkwoodi, Mr. Templeton has 
found that viburnum is another class 
on which it pays to use a hormone.

modin No. 3 on V. carlesi and has 
had no damage from it. He also 
recommended the use of hormones 
on ilex. He has used it successfully 
on I. opaca, cornuta and cornuta 
burfordi. A 2 per cent indolebutyric 
acid dip on Ilex crenata convexa has 
resulted in fas*er rooting and a bet- 
ter root system. 

Mr. Templeton said that many 
plants are not difficult to bring 
through the winter. Viburnum car- 
lesi is one that gives difficulty, and 
V. juddi, chenaulti and burkwoodi 
sometimes can be troublesome. The 
first evidence of winter damage ap- 
pears on the stems, which crack just 
above the soil line. It seems obvious 
that these plants are not dormant at 
the time they freeze. Knowing the 
reasons for dormancy in plants would 
be helpful to growers. The question 
of whether dormancy is induced by 
a period of low temperature, by a 
series of long nights or by a com- 
bination of these factors has not 
been answered; since we do not 
know enough to force the plants into 
dormancy, the best we can do is pro- 
tect them as much as possible during 
early winter freezes. He cautioned 
that this protection must not be so 
complete nor last so long that the 
plants are encouraged to continue 
growth. He has tried carrying vi- 
burnums over the winter in a green- 
house in a growing condition, but the 
plants died. A simple winter shelter 
recommended by Mr. Templeton 
is a wall built of hay bales topped 
with sections of welded wire mesh, 
similar to that used in propagating 
work, to form a low, arched roof. 
He had discovered this protection 
will withstand snow loads of two or 
more feet.

weather than the recession. We 
started the year with a generous 


backlog of orders, and they seem to 
hold up. 

“The winter was so severe we were 
unable to complete any orders worth 
mentioning. There was snow on the 
ground all the month of February, 
when normally we can work about 
half the time. Another deep snow of 
14 inches in the middle of March 
caused us to lose 10 days. The rest 
of the spring has been wet. The first 
part of May there was a pleasant 
week, and orders came in as they 
usually do in April. We expected to 
finish our jobs by the end of May. 

“The demand for nursery stock 
in the yews, broad-leaved evergreens, 
flowering trees, shrubs and shade 
trees is good. About the only thing 
not in demand is arborvitae.” 


April, May Make up Early Loss 


After a slow start, business at the 
Hillenmeyer Nurseries, Lexington, 
Ky., showed marked gains in April 
and May, bringing spring sales up 
to 1957 levels, reports Louis E. Hill- 
enmeyer. He describes a difficult sea- 
son as follows: 

“The weather has been about as 
unfavorable for the nursery busi- 
ness as any we have ever known. 
Not only was the season late, but 
we were also hampered with rain, 
snow and frost. Sales in our garden 
store were 50 per cent lower than 
last year’s volume for the first three 
months, but we had an excellent 
April and May, and it now looks as 


though we might equal our 1957 
sales for the first six months. 
“We put on our annual ‘Green 


Thumb’ sale the early part of May, 
and it exceeded by 50 per cent any- 
thing we had ever had before. Our 
landscape business has been -good, 
but we have been handicapped in 
getting work executed. We bought 
raincoats for most of our landscape 
help and made plantings success- 
fully in drizzles or light rain, where 
the ground was not too soft. 

“Because we could not prepare 
our soil, we were very late in getting 
our lining-out stock in the field. 
Much of it had started to grow, and, 
unless we have very favorable 
weather, our loss may be heavy. 
Cleaning up the nursery after our 
spring season will be slow and ex- 
pensive. Our prospects for summer 
sales look favorable, and we are go- 
ing to keep prices about the same 
as last season’s.’

Since 
then, we have had more than aver- 
age rainfall, which prevented satis- 
factory operations, and we are now 
five weeks behind on our landscape 
schedule.” 
Nebraska Volume the Same 


“We enjoyed a good business this 
spring with a total volume practically 
the same as a year ago and some 
landscape plantings still incomplete 
May 22),” writes Vernon Marshall, 
Marshall Nurseries, Arlington, Neb. 
He adds: 

“It has been a troublesome season, 
due to adverse weather conditions 
in many parts of our trade territory. 
Our shipments, which normally 
would go into Kansas the latter part 
of March, were delayed three to fou 
weeks because of continued heavy 
snows and bad weather in that area, 
and shipments going east went ahead 
of time because spring opened up 
there earlier than normal, so that 
our shipping schedules were entirely 
different than in a normal season. 

“We found labor plentiful and 
were able to get our shipments out 
as fast as the customers were pre- 
pared to accept them. But on newly 
completed homes many plantings 
were delayed because weather kept 
the final grading from being com- 
pleted. We found it took more effort 
to get business than had previously 
been the case, although it is our opin- 
ion that the recession is more imag- 
inary than real in the midwestern 
area; farmers and stock raisers are 
in a better financial position than 
they were a year ago, having enjoyed 
good livestock prices and good crops 
last fall. 

“Collections are about as usual, 
and with farm crop prospects bright 
in all of this midwest area, we an- 
ticipate a good demand in another 
year. Our garden shop trade at 
Omaha has increased sales on all 
items with the exception of nursery 
stock, but there was more southern- 
grown nursery stock in evidence in 
all shopping centers, stands, etc., 
than we had ever seen before, and 
there were more people buying this 
type of material than had formerly 
been the case.”
